Yet,to a very great extent Mankind IS compelled to follow the Pattern which Life 
impoges upon men and women-—<unless and until they decide to turn and follow the 
Way of the Cross, the Path of Redemption which is marked across the heavens year 
after year as the Sun makes its journey through the Twelve Aspects of Divinity, 

the Dwelve Signs of the Zodiac. | While millions of human beings are celebrating 
Christmass, or Easter,or The Harvest Time in an extremely casual and indifferen’ 
fashion, millions of other Realities are also celebrating these Cosmic Moments. 

But They are celebrating such festivals, such holy-days, with a tremendous aware- 
ness of their essential significance, their cosmological meaning. Long before 
the Advent of the Piscean Saviour, the Way of the Cosmic-Cross was being reve:- 

ently celebrated by the Angels, the Archangels, the Powers and Principalities of | 
the starry spaces of our Universe,as the Sun-God stepped forth upon His celedi 
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THE GREAT NUMBER OF WORLD RELIGIONS HAS SOMETIMES CONFUSED AND DISCOURAG- 
ed the student of ancient philosophy as he has observed the records of 
history. But if the student has closely examined these religions he will 
be impressed with the remarkable similarity underlying all of them, He 
will discover a familiar pattern in all of them, regardless of how differ- 
ent their external features may seem to be, This pattern is the Ancient 
Pilgrimage of the Sun-God, The Cosmic Christ. 


It will be disturbing to certain of our Christian groups to be asked to 
observe the amazing similarity between these ancient religions and the 
Life and Ministry of the Founder of their faith, . And we will be asked 

to accept a large helping of nonsense from gertain of the more arrogant 
churches, which will attempt to explain this disquieting similarity as the 
work of the Devil, The wise churchman will realize that his organization 
however old itself (and however politically important) has no copyright 
upon the greatest of all Cosmic Myths, the Drama of the Sun-God which has 
provided the’ substance from which all religions have been woven, 


Without a single exception,every item in the Christian account of the 

birth and activity and death of the Piscean Saviour can be clearly seen in 
the records of every other world faith, For example: Jesus-Christ is said 
to have been born in a cave,or stable, of a virgin; announced by the angels 
and visited by the Wise Men, Horus, the Egyptian Christ was born in the 
stable of the holy cow. The Cretan sun-god Zeus was born in a cavern, 
Krishna, Bacchus, Apollo, Adonis and many others were all born in caves,of 
a virgin mother: Buddha of the virgin Maya; Adonis of the virgin Myrrha; 
Mithras of Marid: Romulus of Rhea; Krishna of the virgin Devaki. Hundreds 
of other gods arrived in the same way, according to the ancient legends, 


The Wise Men,following the Star of Bethlehem,are said to have visited the 
infant Jesus in His stable. Buddha's birth was predicted by the appear- 
ance of a Great Star when the constellation Kwei was in conjunction with 
the Sun. A brilliant star was seen by the Magi over the birthplace of 
Moses, The Chinese legends tell of a great star that heralded the birth 
of Yhu, the founder of the First Dynasty of the fabulous Chinese kings. 

At the birth of Krishna, the prophet Ram Nared pointed out the blazing 
star,Aldebaran,as the heavenly sign of the Coming of the Lord. And each 
of these saviours was visited by a company of wise or holy men who came to 
worship the mesSieh,. 


Many of the. Romen,Greek,Persian,Hindu and Chinese and Egyptian heroes, 
gods and saviours were in some way connected with shepherds and angels. 
The shepherd Amana was the first to announce the arrival of Krishna as"he 
vho was to come," Paris, son of Priam, Aesculapius, Romulus were found 
and worshipped by shepherds,after angels,or spirits,had revealed them. 


How can we explain such sublanitios: and what does it mean? Can it be 
as some authorities claim, the work of Satan, a devilishly clever scheme 
to confuse us and throw doubt upon the "sacred and immaculate birth of | 
Jesus-Christ,the One and Only Son of God"? Or does it not point to the 
existence of one basic and fundamental pattern of philosophic conception 
upon which all world religions have been founded? The sensible thinker 
will be strongly inclined to consider the latter idea, the Great Pattern. 
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IN THIS MONOGRAPH I HAVE BUP THREE PAGES TO PRESENT FACTS WHICH EASILY 
might fill three volumes; hence I can give but the barest review of the 
many related features of the Christian Saviour and every saviour,messiah 
or world-teacher who came before Him dom through the ages. 


Regardless of what his mission may have seemed to be, every saviour who 
stood before a natiori,race or tribe did so with the same purpose: to re= 
mind men and women-of their divine origin and to help them return to their 
Source, their Father, their Sun, Even as all the planets have come from 
one great source, the Sun, so too have all of.us come from the Supreme 
Light symbolized in the blazing noon-day” Sun, And as the Sun makes His 
pilgrimage through the twelve aspedts of consciousness, represented by the 
twelve planetary Signs of the Zodiac, so too has the Great Way-Shower, the 
Christ followed His om planetary pilgrimge, Hence we must look above,to 
the stars, for the answer to this amazing similarity between all religions. 


I can give here tut the briefest account of this majestic pilgrimage ofthe 
Sun. From an astronomical standpoint the Sun is said to be born soon 
after it reaches its lowest point in the southern hemisphere, the Nadir. 
This birth takes place in a pit,or cave,the lowest point on our planis- 
phere, in the Sign Capricorn. This Sign rules stables and shepherds and 
gives a logical explanation of the Christian legend of the manger, Now,as 
the Sun leaves Capricorn it enters upon that part of the Zodiacal arch 
marked out by Aquarius and Pisces, From this we get the symbolism of the 
Fishes which is so much a part of the Christian history. (The pope wears 
the "Fisherman's Ring." The bishop wears a cap, a mitre, representing a 
fish's head. The baptismal font to this day is called the piscina, or 
fish-pond, The secret pass-word of the early Christians was "Icthus" or 
fish,in Greek. . This word is derived from the first letter of a series 
oF pudde expressing the title of Jesus, ) 


Another remarkable paralell of the legends of all saviours is that the 
divine birth takes place while the mother is upon a journey, accompanied 
by her faithful spouse, This is the journey of the Sun through the zodiac. 
In the constellation Virgo (which rules Bethlehem or. the House of Bread) 
Spica and her companion star Joseppe,in the constellation Bootes, arise 
and travel to a place in the heavenly arc corresponding to the journey of 
Mary and Joseph from Nazareth, southward to Bethlem. In this instance, the 
name of Ioseppe, or Joseppe,is so close to the name of the foster-father 
of Jesus that one can oy marvel at the legend. 


Every saviour has sie pursued, in legend, by: a wicked demon or king who 
sought to destroy,or devour him, Again in the heavens is the mystery re= 
vealed, For Hydra,or Herodes, rises in the east as the constellation 
Aries, the Ram or Lamb, flees before it in the weste--di Sappearing beneath 
the horizon, or into Egypt, the Land of Darlmess. Thus Herod, Dragon of 
Night seems to devour all the stars,children, in his path. (In none of 
the records either of the Jews or the Romans is there to be found any men- 
tion of so terrible a thing as the "Slaughter of the Innocents" which the 
Bible tells us took place at the orders of Herod in order to protect him- 
self from the saviour who had just been born in his kingdom. So hideous 
@ massacre could hardly have- gone unrecorded even in those riotous days. ) 
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EVERY OUTSTANDING INCIDENT IN THE LIFE OF JESUS THE CHRIST,AS THAT LIFE 

is presented in the Bible, ¢an be found duplicated in the heavenly arch 
above our earth. Were this true in but a few items one might reasonably 
conclude that it was tut a remarkable coincidence. But with so many of 
these experiences finding brilliant correspondence in the stars, one is 
compelled to accept the obvious conclusion: The earthly saviours carried 
out & limited, if more dramatic, duplication of the activity of the Sun as 
it moves from one part of our system to enother, and carrying Nature thus 
on its way to the inevitable development of Gods progran. 


It is my hope that in the days not too far ahead, I shall have the leisure 
to prepare a detailed summary of this remarkable feature of the Messiahs 

and their relation to the Sum-God. Indeed, a series of weighty volumes 

can be readily prepared by anyone who ‘has the time and, patience to read. 
through thousands of legends and scriptures recounting the lives and deeds 
of the hundreds of saviours tho have come to the world of men. This imow 
ledge which I am offering my friends is. not my exclusive property, nor do 
I claim any originality for it---for who could claim first rights upon a 
‘program of the eternal heavens end their stars! But insofar as there is 
almost nothing available to the average on this extremely important phase 
of the origin of Christianity,and its legends, I have endeavored to offer 
‘but a hasty taste to you, hoping that it will be sufficiently delightful 
to prompt you to further study along these great avenuesof the heavens. 


My main objective has been to reinforce the basic propositions of True 
Christianity-~-not the idiotic buffonery which passes for the Word of God 
in so many of our modern churches---and to reassure the discouraged stu- 
dent who finds himself beset on every side by the shrieking testimonies 

of those who insist that Christianity and its Piscean Ideal are but wicked 
schemes of priests and clerics to decieve the masses, Certainly the men 
of our great church groups have failed in their duty both to their God and 
to their congregation-<-but the failure of human beings does not invalidate 
the integrity and authenticity of the Christian Teachings. Nor does the 
greed and bigotry of priests and pastors prove that The Christ never lived!

But this Christ was NOT the Jewish 
man from out Galilee---of whom there is not the slightest record to be had 
in any report or account the governments of that time prepared for poster- 
ity. It is entirely true that the identity and personality of the Jewish 
mystic, who has become the saviour of Christianity, existed only in the wily 
imagination of scheming popes and politicians. But,as in- every case, there 
can be an imitation,a counterfeit,only if the real or gmuine exists.

prince was sent upon a tour of his homeland in order to provide all ofthe 


Temple Groups an opportunity to test him---and decide whether or not he 
was the Sun-God Whose Advent was eagerly expected. 


This journey of the young Appolonius was indeed @ triumphal tour. It is 
recounted in hundred of ancient volumes with a thoroughness that suggests 
a deliberate effort on the part of the Grecian Masters to erect an inde-

strange contrast to the utter lack of any ‘record about these identical 
years of Jesus of Nazareth---who seems to have vani shed completely from | 
the world until, at the age of thirty,he is said to have again appeared.

It indicated that theAdept so honored now stood at the very pinnacle of 
the Grecian Hierarchy. He automatically became the Supreme Lord of all 
the Temples, the very Augoides (Godhead) Itself, | Thus APPOLONIUS,with 
impregnable authority,could now say: "I end The Father (Sun) art One." 


When word of this Great Initiation spread to the rest of the world,all the 
nations and kingdoms of that ancient day sent their ambassadors to Greece, 
begging The Divine Light,APPOLONIUS,an incarnate god,to visit their land 
and illumine their people,with His Radiance?

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THS SIMILARITY BETWEEN THE STORY OF THE BIBLICAL JESUS ‘AND THE PERSONAL 
life of APPOLONIUS of Tvana cannot but impress the serious student ofthe 
Divine Mysteries. The Grecian Christ lived to well over one hundred 
yeafs, During such a long ministry He exerted a tremendous influence on 
the Roman Empire,having a close acquaintance with many of the emperors. 
There are several events,recorded in history by the careful Roman gover= 
nors of the time, which reveal the eternal struggle between the narrow per= 
sonal interests of the political dictator and the universal goals of- ‘the 
divine reformer who would "set man free. B. 


At one time during the reign of the yatertoia Nero, APPOLONIUS was dnciead 
with many crimes and brought before Tigellinus, the chief inquisitor ofthe 
infamous tyrant. As this man opened the scroll setting forth the crimes 
of The Grecian Saviour, the writings vanished from the paper---leaving it 
blank, APPOLONIUS was dismi ssed for Canes of evidence against Hin: 


When The Grecian Master was some shehty years old, He was arrested at the 
order of Domitian,the Emperor of the Roman Empire who feared that the great 
APPOLONIUS had become too important in the eyes of the mltitudes~-which 
were worshipping Him as a god. He was thrown into préson against the cries 
and protestation of the Roman people who swarmed in the streets outside of 
the jail, This particular trial is considered by many students as the one 
used as a pattern by the Bible writers, for it contained many of the drama- 
tic events which figure in the New Testament story. During the trial which 
lasted many days because of the constant interruptions made by the people 
to rescue him from the tyrant's army, every trick and scheme was used by 

the court lawyers to confuse and trap APPOLONIUS into admitting His crimes. 
But The Great Grecian answered His captors with a majesty and splendor of 
spirit that silenced all of then. Finally, being unable to triumph in a sine 
gle instance over The Piscean Teacher, the Roman Dictator ordered APPOLONIUS 
to be set free, but asked Him to remain in Rome that he,Domitian,might have 
the opportunity of “seeking personal advice on, governing we Roman. eaPETCs 


What a Ree ee) scene this must have been! - Facing the emperor, sackel 

on his throne outside on the porch of the great palace, surrounded by mill- 
ions of excited Roman people demanding His freedom,APPOLONIUS bowed low be- 
fore the tyrant---and replied that He had business elsewhere at the time! 
Then throwing about Him the great mantle of pure wool which He habitually 
wore,APPOIONIUS, the most famous Man in History, vanished from sight! And a 
few minutes later He appeared to a congregation of His Disciples gathered in 
the Cave of Puteoli near Vesuvius, at that time three days journey from Rome! 


Several thick volumes would be needed to recount all of the extraordinary 
feats of this Man of God, called Jesus in the New Testament. APPOLONIUS did 
not die upon any cross,the wretched victim of a pack of vicious murderers.

This Perfect Plan contatne twelve fundamental principles of cosmic activity.
